guards and cavalry raiders from Sher- 
man's army, then extending .iloni; the 
mil road from Dulton to Atlanta. 


We decided after a long discussion to 


remain in tho woods that night, for llio 
artillery loM that both bides' were near 
by in some force, and that there w:w n 
greater risk uf riminiix into the enemy 
in tho dar!:ne.sj than of finding our 
friends. 
\Vu found um'ludc!:) place on 


the jungle covered hanks of a little 
stream that llcnved inlo tho Ktowah, 
ami there, after lini.sliiii).; tho hist of the 
food wo brought from the Sleigh settle- 
ment, wo lay down and werosoon asleep. 


We were very weary, and so daylight 


found us still lying in thu hushes, where, 
wo might havi? remained for some hours 
more had we not been startled into 
wakcfnlnets hy the barking of a dog. 
\Ve sprang to our feefc at once, to dis- 
cover that it was wo who had attracted 
the animal's attention. "Cnss the cur; 
ho looks like a bloodhound!" hissed Bell, 
as ho raised his carbine and would have 
fired hnd not a man whom wo Itad uot 
notiL-ed called out in an angry voice: 


"Ilold'up tluir, yon: that's my dog!" 
"Waal, I don't keer whose dog he is, 


I aju't a-gwino to bo bit," responded 
Bell. 


"But he ain't hit you, hez her" 
"No. but he looks ez ef he was sot 
lint way, and I'd a heaji sight rather 
hoot the dog than be his meat,"Baid 
Bell. 


With many oaths and the free u«e of 


tones—"diirnicks," the 
natives call 


hem—the man drove tho dog back and 
hen came to view himself. He w.ia 
bearded like a pirate, his hair looked as 
f it had not been cnt "since befo' do 
vah," and lib was tall even for a uioun- 
aineer. A slouched hat, a cotton shirt 
mrt a pair of butternut trousers, the bot- 
toms inserted in the tops of a pair of 
verp muddy boots, constituted tbii gen- 
tleman's costume.

half cabin, the miner lived alono, unless 
we count the vicious dog that had pre- \§ 
c«ded us. Before thcdoor orrather th« 
opening to the cabin, for it had no door, 
there was an ax, a pick and atpide, with 
M rude cradle such as I li.'id seen at 
Sleigh's for gold washing.

Wo assured Mr. Benton that w« in- 


tended never to fight against the Yankj 
if we could once get out of the control 
of the Confederacy. Ho suggested that 
wo join forces with him and search for 
gold lill tho war waa over, but Bell's 
fictitious wife mid child and my mother 
were urged as reasons why we mutt b« 
moving. 


Our hoit astured us that Uw hills w«r» 


full of Confederate troops, "sJ«h u Uaey 
Was," and that the chanc** VMM they 
would hang around till sure that th« 
Yanks wtro not coming back. He as- 
lurrd us that, if theso Confederates got 
ii;;ht of us they woald surely fuivu us 
into the army and Kend us to join Hood, 
tven though our clothes were lined with 
[tirlunglis. He prevailed on us ton-main 
with him till the following day. which 
wo did, and by way of coiiiirjiisjttinx 
him for his kindness wo hel|K.-il him
